Secretary of Agriculture Hyde's sen-' 


sational charge that the Soviet govern- 
ment has been engaging in heavy short 
selling operations on the Chicago 
Board of Trade with the evident pur- 
pose of depressing wheat prices and in- 
creasing farm discontent, is already a 
subject of controversy notwithstand- 
ing the exact facts possessed'by the 
government have not been nfade public. 
In the meantime the business conduct 
committee of the Chicago, Board of 
Trade is mvestigating the transactions 
of a Russian organization known as 
the "All Russian Textile Syndicate/' 
through which the Soviet has been con- 
ducting its alleged gambling opera- 
tions. The manager of this syndicate 
says the short selling of wheat was 
what is-known as hedging,.that is pro- 
tecting holdings of \cash wheat against 
price decline by1 short selling in equal 
amount. 


The government at Washington 


holds otherwise. It asserts that the 
selling was undertaken solely for the 
purp'ose of depressing the market and 
adding to the troubles of American 
agriculture. Estimates of the amount 
of wheat sold' short in one operation 
covering a few days are in the neigh- 
borhood of -10,000,000 bushels. While' 
it is true that there are transactions 
of this volume by American traders 
and that ordinarily the buying or sell- 
ing of 10,000,000 
bushels of wheat 


would not-seriously or permanently af- 
fect the market, it is also true that it 
might under certain circumstances pro- 
duce very tangible results. If such 
slidrt selling were engaged inj^at a 
time when the market was already 
badly depressed and "very sensitive to 
unfavorable influences, it could easily' 
precipitate a price crash, recovery 
from which would be slow and pain- 
ful. 
A careful and thorough investi- 


gation^ of the facts will disclose wh'at, 
happened and from these. facts "con- 
clusions may -be drawn as to motive - 
and purposes. , 


Unfortunately for Russia the Ameri- 


can people find it- easy to believe al-

She lives by one rule but , 
refuses to let others act by-or judge 
her by the rule. The bolsheviks are 
a law unto themselves. They can com- 
mit every conceivable offense against 
other nations and yet expect these na- 
tions to tolerate them and .to main- 
tain relations with them.. They keep 
faith with no one. 
Nevertheless,'if" 


they are charged with the slightest de- 
parture from commonly accepted inter-- 
national ethics, they, will raise a tre- 
mendous howl. Because these tyrants 
are successful in continuing over a 
nation of blockheads the most despic- 
able and obnoxious despotism on earth, 
they have become to believe they are 
privileged to do as they please any- 
where throughout the worlds 


Some of the sentimentalists in the 


United States who favor recognition of 
Soviet Russia pretend also to be the 
special friend of the farmer. They will 
be the first to excuse Russia's action 
in short selling wheat to injure the 
"American farmer,- but it ought to re- 
quire the most positive proof to con- 
vince the American farmer that the 
Soviet is anything but their enemy and 
that the politicians who serve as Rus- 
sian spokesmen in this country are ut- 
terly unreliable.

On' September 24, 1755, John Marshall, 
the, 


most famous of American 'Jurists, and for 34 
years chief justice of the United States; supreme 
court, was born In Fauauier county, Virginia. 


Ha attended an academy in „ Westmoreland 


county and studied law until the outbreak of the 
devolution, when he entered the army-as a yol- 
unteer. He served in most ot the major battles 
and "Jay the time be reached 23 ^he was already 
a captain. The war over, lie returned to his home 
.own to practice law. He soon rose to the head 
of the Tirsinia bar. 


He was a member of the yirginla state. legis- 


ature and of the state convention that adopted 
the constitution. In 1798, a year after lie had been 
sent to France as an. envoy to help remove the 
restrictions laid on American commerce, he was 
elected ^to Congress. Two-years later he" was in- 
vited by President Adams to become his secre- 
ary of war, but declined. He accepted, however, 
the position of state, which he held for at short 
time. 


In 1S01 he was commissioned chief - justice of 


the suDremf court. His assession to the bench 
marks not only a turning point in his life but 
also In the legal and constitutional history of 
:he United States. Marshall's decisions on con- 
stitutional questions established-precedents in the 
interpretation of the- Constitution' that have been 
accepted ever since.

flooded with cheap Russian grain. 


At the moment, the United States 


government is striking back at this 
new threat by proposing to shut off 
the opportunity to hedge Russian 
wheat through our markets. It was 
expected that Jiearings which opened 
Monday before the business conduct 
committee of the board of trade 
would result in regulations to pre- 
vent short selling by a foreign gov- 
ernment agency. 


In this way the exchange would 


respond to the demand of Arthur 
Hyde, secretary of agriculture, that 
a. stop be put to Russian short sales 
which admittedly have amounted to 
7,500,000 bushels.

Dully at Times

still through the play 
of tho same

has been obscured but not lost in 
the rough and ready—and 
not al- 


ways any 
too ready—cobbling o£ 


Laurence Stallings, who contributes 
the adaptation into dramatic form. 
This quality—the tenderness of the 
book, its '.rise simplicity, its funda- 
mental sturdiness—vitalizes the play 
and make it, if not memorable, cer- 
tainly absorbing, beyond argument 
alive. 


This must be a. report lying some- 


where between enthusiasm and dis- 
appointment, yet avoiding1 any sug- 
gestion that "A Farewell To Arms," 
is ever dull or ordinary- Sometimes 
often indeed, passages 
and scenes 


leap out with an earthy beauty. Mr. 
Stallings has chosen wisely, missing 
little of what was best in the book, 
to which he is sufficiently faithful in 
dialog. 


But Mr. Stallings seems to me to 


have done quite badly what was, af- 
ter all, his job—tho job of beating 
into new limits the gold that was in 
the book. 


Ho has 
tapped and 
hammered 


there and finally ho has brought'out 
a dozen arbitrary steam roller and 
calmly crushed into ono act half n 
dozen scenes which have as little to 
do with one another as scenes from 
the same novel can have.

Late Crops Will Be Far Be- 


low Average, Statistician 
Reports 


Madison — (ff)—Although 
the grain 


crops were unscathed by dry weath- 
er in Wisconsin this year, lato crops 
such as corn, potatoes, beans, tobac- 
co and certain fruit, will give a low 
yield because of the drought, "Walter 
Ebling, agricultural statistician, said 
today. 


According to the statistician's crop 


report made to the Wisconsin 17. S. 
Departments of Agriculture, pota- 
toes are the leading cash crop. Hot 
and dry weather will cut the pro- 
duction to about 85 bushels per acre, 
or a total of about 20,000,000 bushels. 


"The early crops such as the 


grains and hay were not seriously 
affected by dry weather, the grain 
crops being particularly good," the 
report said. "For oats this year an 
average production of 44 bushels per 
acre is reported for the state, barley 
37 bushels per acre and other grain 
corps are likewise good. Hay, be- 
cause of extensive winter killing and 
late spring Irosts, made production 
somewhat lower than normal." 


The state's corn crop is now esti- 


mated at 66,464,000 bushels, repre- 
senting a reduction of 14 per cent 
as compared with the five year av- 
erage. The probable yield will be 32 
bushels per acre, as compared "with 
40 estimated on Aug. 1. The "Wis- 
consin crop, is better than, the aver- 
age for the country as a whole. 


About 46,000,000 pounds of tobacco 


will be produced this year, accord- 
ing to the latest estimate. 
I-ast 


month a production of 48,000,000 was 
expected. Southern "Wisconsin to- 
bacco areas have had fairly favor- 
able rains and the crop was less re- 
duced by drought than in the north- 
ern section. Fruit crops, particular- 
ly apples/are likely to be short this 
year as compared with normal pro- 
duction, farm orchards showing light 
production in most states. About 44,- 
000 barrels of cranberries- are ex- 
pected is Wisconsin.

Pasadena, Calif. —UP)— A discov- 


ery indicating how nature determines 
whether sex shall be male or female 
was reported to the National Acad- 
emy of Sciences yesterday by Dr. 
Calvin" B.' Bridges of California In- 
stitute of'Technology.' 


The metbod'Is a matter of balance 


between jmale. and female elements 
in body cells, and differs from many 
scientific findings which credit sex 
control almost wholly to two special- 
ized micropoical particles In bodily 
cells. 


In Dr. Bridges' studies these two 


particles are not alone. They still 
exercise a large part of the control, 
but other particles which are known 
mainly to control other bodily char- 
acterizations, such as eye color and 
shape, also have a small degree of 
sex determinations. It is the sum of 
them all that fixes the result. 


Dr. Bridges' work was done on 


fruit flies. While he made no com- 
ment on posible human applications 
his findings increase the complexity 
of controlling sex, making it appear 
more remote than ever that man may 
learn how to fix in advance the sex 
of his ^children. 


The "control particles are chromo- 


somes, 'minute, threadlike bodies in 
cells, identified by'many scientists 
an thousands of tests, as determining 
hereditary characteristics of plants 
and animals. 


QUESTION OF COMBINATION 
Chromosomes given names of X 


and V usually have been credited 
with determining sex by the way in 
which they combine. For example, 
in many cases" a combination of two 
X .chromosomes results in females 
and an"" X and T combination in 
males. Dr. Bridges' theory is one 
of "genie balance", in which the oth- 
er chromosomes also play a part in 
sex. 


The evidence he presented was ob- 


tained from breeding thousands of 
fruit flies having a chromosome com- 
bination" that had not been-known 
previously to-produce -anything ex- 
cept males. 


He obtained some females by. a 


breeding process that dropped- out 
some of the chromosomes controls. 
This upset the genie balance in fav- 
J3r of the females. 
" Some flies developed patches on. 
their bodies wliich were distinctively 
female, such as absence of combs 
that characterize the males. 


'Dr. Bridges said this balance ex-, 


tends to all hereditary, characteris- 
tics, such as tlie length of wings 
and size of bodies. Some parts of 
the chromosomes controlling wings 
tend to make long ones and other 
parts short ones, so that the length

to radio waves in the atmosphere 50 
miles or more above the earth were 
presented by Dr. P. S. Epstein of 
California Institute of Technology.
